Through church organizations and community clubs 
they give aid to bo ated settlements, to hospitals and 
childrens homesr f<T~\vardin-r the work of the Christian 
vo 1 ! in a very practical sense. They look to the well 
Owner-Publisher being of the church at home with devotion. 

Currently one fir. t'thought is for war charities, and 
money raised through bazaars, teas, sales, dances and 
so on flows in unending stream across the seas in the 
form of clothing and foods. They^ filbditty bags, help 
recreational facilities and requirements for armed ser¬ 
vices. Each little rural area makes* surfe that its own 
boys are remembered in Christmas boxes and gifts at 
frequent intervals all year round. 

A continual amount of money has to be raised to 
meet these scores of calls. And it is raised to an 
amount that would probahly be amazing if it were to¬ 
talled up. 

The generosity of people during w*ar years may serve 
as a yard stick to indicate what might be done in peace¬ 
time to advance the happiness of a community and of 
the nation if the same spfrit of helpfulness were ^ap¬ 
plied to,-home needs. While theimpulse that prompts 
the whole-hearted giving of Time, labor and money, is 
wholly admirable, it is sad to| think that the purpose is 
mainly to alleviate temporarily the world’s misery. So 
little goes, or can go at this stage, to any upbuilding of 
a positive permanent nature. 

If the sain? power and determination can be contin¬ 
ued after the war to restore what ha? been depleted by 
the war, such strength should be irresistible in its ac¬ 
complishment.

P.R The C.P.R. will employ Galic¬ 
ians, Doukhobours and Chinese but 
an Englisnman stands no chance, be¬ 
cause he is better educated and will 
not stand C.P.R. red tape. I know 
good Canadian who are not educated 
and educated Englishmen who are 
rottero. 1 have tried in vain for work 
in Calgary and wonder who is mis- 
’ rep esenti-*g this country so in Eng- 
Irp-’ Th-re are scores of Englishmen 
in Calgary looking for work, suffering 
f om deliberate misrepresentation on 
the part of those paid to boom this 
country. I myself have as little love 
for the Canadian and his pals the Ga¬ 
licians and Chjnese ps they have for 
me.' I’m' always hearing that Eng¬ 
lishmen come here for what they can 
get. Confound it. Isn’t that whet 
everyone is after? Is there,anyone in 
Calgary whose heart Isn't’set on mak¬ 
ing dollars, except' of course R. R.

Was 1895 ilicycie 
Made in Coventry? 

A recent issue of a newspaper 

publisned in Coventry, Engianu, tie 
votes a part column to the story of a 
bicycle marathon staged in the nine¬ 
ties, starting in Calgary, Alberta.

“I be.ieve the bicycle that won the 
lace was made in Coventry by Rudge 
Whitworth. The speed mentioned 
would hardly be called exceptional to¬ 
day, but I can well imagine tie suit 
of road they travelled on between Cal¬ 
gary and Macleod 50 years ago. To¬ 
day it is a good hard-surfaced mod¬

T The Coventry paper then repro¬ 
duces that famous ride, staged by Er¬ 
nie King, J. McLean aftd Bert Mclp- 
tyre. King and McLean got to Mac¬ 
leod, 10C miles in the stipulated ten 
hours.

Where the sawfly was active last 
season, it brought heavy loss. Sas¬ 
katchewan in 1948 'ost $85,000,000 by 
insect damage 'or one-tenth of the to¬ 
tal crop. I os* from sawfly alone 
made up $18,000,000 of tin's. 

Reports for 1944 indicate that loss¬ 
es in 1944 in Saskatchewan would be 
about the same as 1943, w.th the saw- 
fly again the greatest pest. 

Strip-farming operat ons, deigned 
to check soil-drifting, have encour¬ 
aged the sawfly in lecent years. Co¬ 
der this type of farming all the adult 
sawflies emerging from the stubble 
have only as short distance to travel 
tp reach r.ew crop in which to 'ay 
eggs, and the entire cropped strips 
become infected. When the crops are 
grown on summerfallow on large 
fields the infestation often is confined 
to t’-.e t 'order^dp L i t> ff r ~? > ^ia-i | rea.
